Bye-election results in Britain ex¬ 
cite surprise. Usually they are 
against the government—any govern¬ 
ment—but when a ministerial candi¬ 
date is defeated or his majority de¬ 
creased, it is said to reflect public op¬ 
position to some recent act or policy 
of the Cabinet. The seat made vacant 
by the death of Lord Stanley went, 
however, Conservative by a large ma¬ 
jority and, of course, it is held to re¬ 
flect public approbation of govern¬ 
ment policy in a riding composed 
largely of farmers, fishermen and fac¬ 
tory workers.

-Current issues do affect election re¬ 
sults, but other things have their in¬ 
fluence, too. If one party chooses a 
popular candidate and ’.he other 
chooses an unpopular one, that influ¬ 
ences more votes than an issue does, 
although the issue gets the credit. If 
there is public apathy or lack of or¬ 
ganization, there is a smaller vote 
polled which makes a great difference 
Third, fourth or fifth candidates also 
affect the general results to the dis¬ 
advantage of one of the major candi¬ 
dates. But no matter what the cir¬ 
cumstances may be, the result is read 
as showing an : ncreuse or decline in 
government strength and popularity.

There was a curious angle to a 
municipal election last week in Wind¬ 
sor, Ontario.

The Premier of On¬ 
tario, openly took part in it against 
his former colleague, and the contest 
took on a provincial, if no£ a national 
aspect It was conducted with vehem¬ 
ence. There was a third candidate 
tut he got littl? or no notice in the 
p»-ess. The Mayor who is 7ft, cam- 
miigned vigorously against his young¬ 
er opponent, and with the help cf the 
provincial premier put up a valiant 
fight, but was badly beaten. Although 
Croll is a lavyyer, he stands in well 
with the Labor element. The result is 
interpreted even by Liberal news¬ 
papers as a rebuke to the Premier,

Bluff and bluster as a prelude to bar¬ 
gaining may work with a timid custo¬ 
mer, but as settled technique it is 
liable to flop. That demonstration by 
Italian deputies in the presence of the 
French ambassador would have been 
'more impressive if the same tactics 
had not been practised before under 
similar circumstances. It will be re¬ 
called that when Britain and Italy 
were to enter into an accord, Musso¬ 
lini himself made a provocative speech 
With the conversations pending be¬ 
tween France and Italy, the deputies 
shouted for Tunis and Corsica, while 
II Duce remained impassive. That’s 
what is called creating atmosphere. 
Mussolini will not have to say it, but 
he will expect French negotiators to 
regard him as saying "You see what 
I am up against. That demonstration 
.shows you the temper of Italy, so pre¬ 
pare to offer liberal terms.” Diplo¬

Using Snow for 

Dry Land Gardens 

• 

Conserve Snow Moisture 
With Snow Fences, Brushy 
Dyking, Ridging. All Helps' 

Next Year 

(From Lethbridge Experimental 
Station) 

Moisture is the factor that limits 
’•eturns in the drier areas of Western 
Canada. A considerable portion of 
our year’s precipitation comes in the 
form of snow which usually melts and 
runs away from our garden plots and 
is lost. Why let it get away! 

There are a number of things that 
can be done to utilize this water 
where it is so badly needed. Tempor¬ 
al y snow fences can be thrown up 
around the garden where no hedge or 
tree belt exists. Brush can be woven I 
'n a temporary wire fence; two wire | 
fences, two or three feet apart with 
the space in between, loosely filled 
with Russian thistles, straw or other 
cheap material at hand will suffice. 
Binders, seeders, cultivators, combines 
granaries, hay racks, etc., may be 
lined up around the plot. They usually 
enjoy the rigors of open air storage, 
anyway and ’collect large drifts of 
snow in unwanted places. 

. Ridging the early snow with a 
cheap “V” type ridger appears to 
help in the task of accumulating snow 
moistiire sdpplies. 

If the present garden location does 
not lend itself to this management, 
probably there is a better spot at hand 
that has not been thought of. An 
acre or half acre in a wide draw or 
on a gentle slope to the east, south or 
southeast, lends itself to trapping 
snow thus, in a land of Chinooks and 
“nor’-westers.” Traps around the 
high sides will be instrumental in pil¬ 
ing snow on the plot. 

Barnyard manure is just the ma¬ 
terial needed to make a good high 
dyke around the whole of a flat gar¬ 
den or around the lower sides of a 
sloping one to hold the melting snow 
on the land unless the garden has 
been previously dyked with earth. 

Next spring, when, water is head- 
ng for the coast via every slope, roaa 
ditch and cheek, a shovel can be used 
to good advantage to deflect some of it 
onto the garden patch. Where a good 
dugout or dam is not to be had, dyked 
garden, with proper winter manage¬ 
ment will do wonders.

Yyfll'll the approach of the “period” of peace and 
goodwill, there are idealists who propose an ex¬ 
tension of that period for one whole year. If the prevailing 
spirit of the Christmas season is found to be desirable for, 
two weeks, .vvlu should it not be desirable for fifty-two 
weeks. 

this is not understood as referring to material giving, 
hut rather to the underlying spirit of generosity, which, 
seems to flow more abundantly in the Christmas season-- 
a friendliness and readiness to dismiss small irritations 
and frictions, a recognition of brotherhood. Human beings 
rise to fuller stature at that time, than in the intervening 
months. 

A world armistice for a year, and an honest attempt to 
deal with qthers on a more Christ-like basis, would bring 
such a revolutionary change that it is doubtful if nations 
or individuals would ever revert to the meannesses and 
cruelties which they now indulge in. 

I,t has been -aid that human beings never live up to the 
tandards which they know to be best. Almost all of us 
live below our possibilities. \Ve misinterpret the motives 
of others. We repeat gossip which we believe to be false, 
or at the best doubtful. We are selfish and inconsiderate^ 
We dispute over trivialities, and build up grievaneps^on 
paltry foundations. \Ve may be acquisitive r --evtTf , f)eariiig 
and intolerant. And the pity is tliat, knowing these faults, 
we make litti, effort to overcome them, except perhaps, 
luring the Christmas season. Why not extend the effort 
over a longer period of time, until all the accumulating 
results would, have a chance for some permanent influences. 

if individuals live below the standards which they know 
to lie good, how ran it be expected that the combination of 
individual^ whichf make up a community or a nation will 
manifest any nobler spirit? international .ianglings, na¬ 
tional oppressions and injustices, can be duplicated any 
time, any place, in neighborhood or family life. There ca i 
l.o no internat onal haimony until individuals and com- 
nun ties within nations achieve harmony. Causes of con- 
lid may .vary in magnitude, but they are all a result of the 
violation of the Christmas spirit—which could be an all- 
year round spirit.

Saved From Drowning 
Under Father Naasens who now 
lives in Edmonton, the Indian school 
waa-said to be self-supporting, i sold 
a load of potatoes to the school one 
time, and when I got to the river it 
was too high to ford against the 
stream (this was after the bridge 
went out.) In trying to cross I got 
into depp current. The water was 
level with the wagon box and the only 
thing that saved me and my team 
from drowning was a group of Indian 
boys waving to me to keep to the left. 
When we finally reached shore, Fath¬ 
er Naeasens met me with a buggy 
whip and dared-me to try it again. A 
little later one of the Brothers at the 
Industrial school got in a chopping 
mill and we gpt our chopping done 
there, until I golt a second hand mill 
from Ontario.

Mr. Begg car¬ 
ried the mail from Okotoks (the Go¬ 
pher house.) Mail was pretty import¬ 
ant to the newcomers of those days, 
hut it was also an uncertainty. When 
the mailbag was opened the contents 
were dumped on the table or the floor. 
If it was a windy day the mail might 
be gone with the wind. It didn’t al¬ 
ways stay put. 

In the spring of 1890, I was expect¬ 
ing my wife and son to arrive in Cal-

In those days any wheat that was 


mail. My expected letter failed to 
show up, and I was <|Uite anxious. But 
it-was discovered that night under the 
bed where the wind had blown it. Mr. 
Begg tried to get it to me, but it was 
too late for me to meet my family 
when they got to Calgary. I reached 
Calgary a day after their arrival, 
travelling by bob sleigh as there^was 
still lots of snow on Argml?). But 1 
think I was the last to cross the rivei 
on ice that springand it was getting 
honeycombed then. 

It was in 1£90 that we got the 
Gladys Ridge P.O., located at what is 
now Alex. Stewart’s farm with week¬ 
ly mail service. Next it went to AAV. 

11. Thompson's, then to Maloney’s, 
and later to Thomas Nash’s. I wrote 
to Ottawa asking for a bi-weekly ser¬ 
vice. and finally we got it, and not 
long after, three mails a week. Then 


grown was mostly frost-touched, but 
we got 75 cts. to $1.00 a bushel for it 
for chicken feed. When the flour 
mill started we got only 55 cts., but 
as the country opened up there was 
less frost. 

In those days it took two days with 
a team to go to Calgary, what is now 
Ian hour’s drive. We hauled hay to 
| Calgary in May 1890, when hay was 
| very scarce after a long winter of 
deep snow. That was the only thing 
we had to sell. 

There was no bridge across the 
High wood and in high water at the 
ford, we had to go up stream and 
then come down with the horses al¬ 
most swimming. 

Bridge at Davisburg Went Out 
I We r got our first bridge at Davis- 
T)krg in 1891. We also had an-agricul¬ 
tural society and held the fair on the 
north side of the river below the 
bridge.

Judging by the fall moisture that 
has occurred", the chances for a good 
crop on the prairies are better for 
next season than they have been for 
any year since 1933. The precipita¬ 
tion which occurred during the recent 
months of August, September and 
October, for the three prairie provin¬ 
ces, and all weighted for wheat acre¬ 
age, was 105 per cent of normal as 
compared with 90 per .cent for the 
same period last year. 

The percentages of normal of the 
fall precipitation for the prairie prov¬ 
inces, separately, are as follows: Al¬ 
berta 98 per cent; Saskatchewan 118 
per cent; and Manitoba 66 per cent. 

Experience has shown that the pre¬ 
cipitation which occurs during the 
months of August, September and 
October—that is after harvest and be¬ 
fore freeze up—plays an important 
part in making moisture reserves 
available for the succeeding crop, for 
the reason that this moisture consti¬ 
tutes the main subsoil reserve neces¬ 
sary for the crop to produce a normal 
yield per acre, and also this reserve 
enables the crop to tide over periods 
of less than average rainfall that may 
occur during the growing season. 

The present situation can be inter¬ 
preted therefore to mean, that if av¬ 
erage rains <5ccui\during the coming 
season over the prairies, an average

Less Government 
Needed-Face Facts 


Conflict Brewing' for Some 
Time Comes to Open Head; 
King At Last Speaks Got 


Premier Hepburn, the unpredictable 
storm centre* of, the east has been 
spoiling for open conflict with Prime 
McKenzie King. Premier 


Ministe: _ _ 

Hepburn has served Inotice that he 
and his cabinet will oppose King. 

Mr. Hepburn denied charges made 
by" Hon. Norman Rogers and Hon. C. 
D. Howe that a conspiracy was afoot 
to force retirement of Mr. King. This 
Was alleged to be a Hepbum-Duples- 
sis conspiracy. 

Mr. .Hepburn’s antagonism toward 
Mr. King is said to be based on con¬ 
flict over mining interests and power. 
Mr. Hepburn is said to ^>e closely as¬ 
sociated \yith mining and power mag¬ 
nates, both provincially and socially. 
Big mining interests are strongly 
hostile to Mr. King over the gold tax 
initiated by the Bennett government 
and continued by the liberals. This 
ill-feeling increased when’C.l.O. un¬ 
ions attempted to "enter Ontario. The 
threat that C.l.O. would enter mining 
fields, brought violent action from Mr. 
Hepburn, and the federal refusal to 
send an, R.C.M.P. detachment to break 
up the C.l.O. was not forgiven. 

The second trouble occurred when 
the federal government refused Mr. 
Hepburn’s demand to export surplus 
power to the Morgan & Mellon power 
trust of United States. This was ac¬ 
tually killed by President Roosevelt, 
but Mr. King„is blamed. 

The point apparently is whether the 
federal government is to be ruled by 
mining and hydro companies. The re¬ 
lations of Hepburn and Duplessis (if 
there is an unholy alliance) will prob¬ 
ably be tied up with mining and pow¬ 
er. 

Enter Mr. Gardiner 

Hon, J. G. Gardiner next enters the 
picture, as a passible successor to 
Premier King. Mr. Hepburn said Mr. 
Gardiner had gone-to. Toronto on a 
peace mission to offer certain conces¬ 
sions. liut Mr. Gardiner says it was 
at the invitation of Mr. Hepburn that 
he paid the visit. Mr. Hepburn fav¬ 
ors Gardiner as a federal leader. Ip 
his interpretation of the Ontario con¬ 
versations, Mr. Gardiner goes into de¬ 
tail to indicate Chat there were no con¬ 
cessions or proposals involved. At that 
time Mr. Hepburn suggested that he 
would not support Mr. King but would 
support Mr. Gardiner. The latter 
stated at that time that he would con¬ 
tinue to support Mr. King so long as 
he' desired to continue as leader. 
There was no discussion of Mr. Du¬ 
plessis. 

Hepburn’s Grievances — 

Premier Hepburn in Toronto has 
declared he favors one Canada, not 
nine Canadas. Ontario he said contrib¬ 
uted nearly half the federal revenues 
and' should have more consideration. 
There were subventions for Alberta 
coal and Western wheat and Mari¬ 
time- fish and potatoes. Ontario con¬ 
tributes to all of these. The Hudson 
Bay E.R. had been ljuilt for Western 
political demands. The West had forc¬ 
ed guarantee of wheat, yet keeps on 
promoting production. “Ontario con¬ 
tributes to an irrfgation scheme at 
Brooks, which .is taking land out of 
mixed farming to straight wheat.” 

His trend of thought was complaint 
at the treatment of Ontario in rela¬ 
tion to other provinces.
